Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.

By-law  No.  25. 

A  By-law  to  authorize  the  Commissioners  to 
accept  a  certain  Parcel  of  Land  to  be  used 
as  a  Highway  and  to  dispose  of  a  certain 
Part  of  a  Highway  in  exchange  therefor. 

WHEREAS  by  virtue  of  clause  (39)  of  sec¬ 
tion  20  of  the  Schedule  to  the  “  Village 
Municipalities  Act,”  the  Commissioners  may 
pass  a  by-law  for  the  purpose  of  exchanging  a 
certain  part  of  a  highway  for  a  certain  part 
of  real  property: 

And  whereas  the  certain  part  of  the  highway 
aforesaid  is  known  and  described  as  the  west¬ 
erly  eight  feet  of  a  part  of  First  Avenue  East 
commencing  at  the  south-east  corner  of  Lot  4,

Now,  therefore,  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
of  The  Corporation  of  the  Village  of  Castlegar 
in  open  meeting  assembled  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  The  Commissioners  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  dispose  of  by  conveyance 
from  the  Corporation  of  the  Village  of  Castle¬ 
gar  of  all  and  singular  that  certain  part  of 
highway  known  as  First  Avenue  East  and 
described  as  follows:  Commencing  at  the 
south-east  corner  of  Lot  4.  Plan  1955,  Lot  4598, 
Kootenay  District,  which  is  at  the  intersection 
of  First  Avenue  East  and  Twenty-fifth  Street 
East  in  the  Village  of  Castlegar;  thence  in  a 
northerly  direction  along  the  easterly  boundary 
of  the  said  Lot  4  to  its  northerly  boundary; 
thence  in  an  easterly  direction  for  a  distance 
of  eight  (8)  feet  perpendicular  to  the  said 
easterly  boundary;  thence  in  a  southerly  direc¬ 
tion  pai’allel  to  the  easterly  boundary  of  Lot  4 
to  the  point  of  intersection  with  Twenty-fifth 
Street  East;  thence  in  a  westerly  direction 
along  the  boundary-line  of  Twenty-fifth  Street 
East  to  the  point  of  commencement.

3.  The  said  easterly  twenty-five  (25)  feet  of 
the  above-described  part  of  Parcel  C  shall  form 
part  of  the  highway  known  and  described  as 
First  Avenue  East  in  the  Village  of  Castlegar, 
and  the  said  eight  (8)  feet  of  highway  shall  be 
merged  into  and  form  part  of  Lot  4,  Plan  1955, 
District  Lot  4598.

By-law  No. 


A  By-law  to  provide  for  draining  Part  of  the  Gibbins  Road  Area  within  the  Territorial  Limits 
of  The  Corporation  of  the  District  of  North  Cowichan  and  for  borrowing  on  the  Credit 
of  the  said  Corporation  the  Sum  of  $825  or  any  Portion  thereof  for  completing  Same. 


YUHEREAS  a  majority  in  number  and  value  of  the  owners,  as  shown  by  the  last  revised 
“  assessment  roll,  of  the  property  hereinafter  set  forth  in  the  Schedule  hereto  to  be  bene¬ 
fited  by  the  drainage  have  petitioned  the  Council  of  The  Corporation  of  the  District  of  North 
Cowichan,  praying  that  the  lands  in  the  Gibbins  Road  Area  more  specifically  described  in  the 
schedule  hereto  be  drained  of  surface  water: 


And  whereas  thereupon  the  said  Council  procured  an  examination  to  be  made  by  J.  B. 
Green,  a  duly  qualified  British  Columbia  land  surveyor,  being  a  person  competent  for  such 
purpose,  of  the  said  locality  proposed  to  be  drained  and  has  also  procured  plans  and  estimates 
of  the  work  to  be  made  by  the  said  J.  B.  Green,  and  an  assessment  to  be  made  by  him  of  the 
land  and  roads  to  be  benefited  by  such  drainage,  stating  as  nearly  as  he  can  the  proportion  of 
benefit  which  in  his  opinion  will  be  derived  in  consequence  of  such  drainage  by  each  parcel  of 
land,  the  said  assessment  so  made  being  the  assessment  hereinafter  by  this  by-law  enacted  to 
be  assessed  and  levied  upon  each  parcel  of  land  as  set  out  in  the  Schedule  hereto,  and  the 
report  of  the  said  J.  B.  Green  in  respect  thereof  and  of  the  said  drainage  being  as  follows: — 

“  Report  on  Proposed  Location  of  Drainage  Scheme  in  the  Gibbins  Road  Area  within 
the  Municipality  of  The  Corporation  of  the  District  of  North  Cowichan. 


“  The  proposed  drainage  scheme  will  drain  all  surface  water  from  Upland  Road,  Highland 
Avenue,  and  Banks  Road,  which  flow  and  remain  on  low  lands  located  on  the  north  side  of 
Gibbins  Road,  more  particularly  described  as  Lots  1  and  2,  Plan  6701,  and  Lot  A,  Plan  6119, 
Quamichan  District.  The  proposed  scheme  will  carry  this  excess  water  away  from  the  afore¬ 
said  lots  in  a  northerly  direction  emptying  into  Holmes  Creek. 


"Grade. 

“  There  is  now  a  natural  sufficient  grade  of  one  (1)  foot  in  three  hundred  and  fifty  (350) 
feet  which  will  take  care  of  the  aforesaid  surface  water. 


“  Work  proposed. 

“  It  is  proposed  to  construct  an  open  ditch  on  a  portion  of  the  westerly  side  of  Upland 
Road  to  run  in  a  southerly  direction,  and  install  tile  in  the  said  ditch  in  front  of  each  property 
on  the  said  portion  of  Upland  Road  for  access,  together  with  a  culvert  under  Upland  Road  to 
connect  with  a  ditch  on  the  easterly  side  of  said  Upland  Road.  The  water  will  then  flow  into 
a  small  channel  along  the  north  side  of  Gibbins  Road  in  a  north-easterly  direction  to  a  manhole 
which  will  connect  with  the  proposed  tile  drain  on  private  property.  An  open  ditch  with 
culverts  in  front  of  each  property  for  access  will  be  installed  along  the  south  side  of  Gibbins 
Road  above  Highland  Avenue,  which  will  also  run  in  a  north-easterly  direction  to  a  culvert 
under  Gibbins  Road,  and  then  into  a  manhole  connecting  to  the  proposed  tile  drain.  A  ditch 
will  then  be  excavated  approximately  four  (4)  feet  in  depth  and  two  (2)  feet  in  width  on  the 
north  side  of  Gibbins  Road  so  that  the  water  may  then  flow  in  a  northerly  direction  over 
Parcel  A  of  Plan  6119,  Lots  1  and  2,  Plan  6701,  and  Lot  1,  Plan  6558,  and  from  there  into 
Holmes  Creek.  Ten  (10)  inch  tile  will  then  be  laid  in  the  ditch,  and  covered  with  one  (1) 
foot  of  coarse  gravel.  The  remainder  of  the  whole  of  the  said  ditch  will  be  filled  with  earth 
by  the  grader.

“  I  estimate  the  cost  of  this  'work  at  $825,  of  which  $275  is  to  be  borne  as  the  Munici¬ 
pality’s  proportion  of  the  said  cost,  and  the  remaining  proportion  of  the  said  cost,  namely 
$550,  to  be  borne  by  the  owners  of  lands  as  set  out  in  the  said  petition,  providing  that  the 
drainage  is  carried  out  during  dry  conditions  suitable  for  the  operation  of  any  equipment 
required  for  the  purpose. 

“  Plans. 

“A  plan  showing  the  above  proposed  work  accompanies  this  report.” 

And  whereas  the  said  Council  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  drainage  of  the  locality  described 
is  desirable: 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  said  Council  of  The  Corporation  of  the  District  of  North 
Cowichan  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Municipal  Act”: — 

1.  That  the  said  report,  plans,  and  estimates  be  adopted,  and  the  said  drain,  and  the 
works  connected  therewith,  be  made  and  constructed  in  accordance  therewith. 

2.  That  the  Reeve  of  the  said  Corporation  may  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  said  Corpo¬ 
ration  the  sum  of  $825  or  any  portion  thereof,  such  sum  so  borrowed  to  be  repaid  within  five 
(5)  years  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  (4)  per  centum  per  annum  on  any  amount  remain¬ 
ing  unpaid. 

3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  proportion  of  the  cost  charged  against  the  said 
lands  so  to  be  benefited  as  aforesaid,  and  to  cover  interest  thereon  for  five  (5)  years  at  the 
rate  of  four  (4)  per  centum  per  annum,  the  following  special  rates,  over  and  above  all  other

Amendments  to  Regulations. 

OTICE  is  hereby  given  that  by  Order  in 
Council  No.  2424,  approved  the  26th  day 
of  October,  1948,  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to  ap¬ 
prove  the  following  amendments  to  the  regula¬ 
tions  made  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Fruit, 
Vegetables,  and  Honey  Grades  Act,”  chapter 
23  of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1937 : — 
By  striking  out  in  the  “  Grades  for  Vege¬ 
tables  ”  regulations  “  Potatoes,”  section  1,  and 
substituting  therefor  the  following: — 

“  Potatoes. 

“1.  (1)  The  grades  for  table  potatoes  are 
Canada  Fancy,  Canada  No.  1,  Canada  No.  1 
Large,  and  Canada  No.  2. 

“(2)  Canada  Fancy  Potatoes  are: — 

“(a)  Potatoes  of  one  variety  which  are 
bright,  well  shaped,  mature,  and  firm: 
“(b)  Free  from  dumbells,  specimens  from 
which  knobs  have  been  removed,  secon¬ 
dary  growth,  growth  cracks,  sprouts, 
sunburn,  hollow-heart,  sprain  (spraing), 
necrosis,  cuts,  bruises,  freezing  injury, 
dry-rot,  scab,  bacterial  ring-rot,  blight, 
soft-rot,  other  disease,  internal  dis¬ 
coloration,  insect  injury,  mechanical  in¬ 
jury,  or  other  defects: 

“(c)  Of  minimum  diameter  21A  inches  and 
maximum  diameter  3%  inches: 

“(d)  Properly  packed. 

“(3)  For  the  purposes  of  Canada  Fancy 
grade : — 

“(a)  ‘  Bright  ’  means  free  from  dirt  or  other 
foreign  matter,  damage  or  discolora¬ 
tion  from  any  cause,  so  that  the  outer 
skin  has  the  attractive  colour  normal 
for  the  variety: 

“(b)  ‘  Well  shaped  ’  means  the  typical  shape 
for  the  variety  in  the  district  where 
grown,  and  free  from  pointed  or  ex¬ 
cessively  elongated  and  other  ill-shaped 
specimens : 

“(c)  ‘  Mature  ’  means  that  the  outer  skin  is 
firm  and  that  there  is  no  evidence  of 
feathering: 

“(d)  ‘  Soft-rot’  means  any  soft,  mushy  con¬ 
dition  of  the  tissue  from  whatever 
cause. 

“(4)  Canada  No.  1  potatoes  are: — 

“(a)  Potatoes  of  similar  varietal  character¬ 
istics  which  are  firm,  reasonably  ma¬ 
ture  and  reasonably  clean : 

“(b)  Free  from  dumbells,  specimens  from 
which  knobs  have  been  removed,  sun¬ 


burn,  hollow-heart,  necrosis,  sprain 
(spraing),  freezing  injury,  bacterial 
ring-rot,  and  soft-rot: 

“(c)  Free  from  damage  caused  by  abnormal 
growth,  growth  cracks,  cuts,  scab,  dry- 
rot,  blight  or  other  disease,  sprouts, 
insect  injury,  mechanical  or  other 
means : 

“(d)  Of  minimum  diameter  2  inches  and 
maximum  diameter  4  inches  with  not 
less  than  75  per  cent,  by  weight  of  the 
potatoes  in  the  lot  2M  inches  or  larger 
in  diameter,  except  that  in  the  case  of 
long-shaped  varieties  the  minimum 
diameter  may  be  1  %  inches  for  speci¬ 
mens  of  not  less  than  3%  inches  in 
length : 

“(e)  Properly  packed. 

“(5)  For  the  purposes  of  Canada  No.  1 
grade: — 

“(a)  ‘  Reasonably  mature  ’  means  that  the 
outer  skin  does  not  loosen  or  feather 
readily  during  the  ordinary  methods  of 
handling: 

“(b)  ‘Reasonably  clean’  means  that  the 
general  appearance  is  not  materially 
affected  and  that  individual  potatoes 
are  not  materially  caked  with  dirt  or 
materially  stained: 

“(c)  ‘  Soft-rot’  means  any  soft,  mushy  con¬ 
dition  of  the  tissue  from  whatever 
cause : 

“(d)  ‘Damage’  means: — 

“(i)  Pitted  scab  or  any  other  form 
of  scab  which  affects  the  tissue  of  the 
tuber : 

“(ii)  Surface  scab  which  exceeds  5 
per  cent,  of  the  surface  of  the  potato 
in  the  aggregate  and  provided  that  not 
more  than  20  per  cent,  of  the  potatoes 
in  any  lot  are  so  affected: 

“(iii)  When  more  than  10  per  cent, 
of  the  potatoes  in  any  lot  have  sprouts 
over  one  inch  in  length : 

“(iv)  Any  other  injury  or  defect 
which  causes  a  waste  of  more  than  5 
per  cent,  of  the  weight  of  the  potato, 
including  peel  covering  the  defective 
area. 

“(6)  Canada  No.  1  Large  potatoes  are  po¬ 
tatoes  meeting  the  requirements  of  Canada  No. 
1  grade,  except  that  the  minimum  diameter  is 
3%  inches. 

“(7)  Canada  No.  2  potatoes  are: — 

“(a)  Potatoes  of  similar  varietal  character¬ 
istics  which  are  reasonably  firm,  rea¬ 
sonably  mature,  and  reasonably  clean: 

“(b)  Free  from  dumbells,  specimens  from 
which  the  knobs  have  been  removed, 
sprain  (spraing)  ,  freezing  injury,  hol¬ 
low-heart,  bacterial  ring-rot,  and  soft- 
rot: 

“(c)  Free  from  serious  damage  caused  by 
sunburn,  abnormal  growth,  growth 
cracks,  cuts,  scab,  dry-rot,  blight  or 
other  disease,  insect  injury,  mechanical 
or  other  means: 

“(d)  Of  minimum  diameter  1%  inches  with 
not  less  than  75  per  cent,  by  weight  of 
the  potatoes  in  the  lot  2  inches  or 
larger  in  diameter: 

“(e)  Properly  packed. 

“(8)  For  the  purposes  of  Canada  No.  2 
grade: — 

“(a)  ‘Reasonably  mature’  means  that  the 
outer  skin  does  not  loosen  or  feather 
readily  during  the  ordinary  methods  of 
handling: 

“(b)  ‘Reasonably  clean’  means  that  the 
general  appearance  is  not  materially 
affected  and  that  individual  potatoes 
are  not  materially  caked  with  dirt: 

‘(c)  ‘  Soft-rot’  means  any  soft,  mushy  con¬ 
dition  of  the  tissue  from  whatever 
cause : 
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“(d)  ‘Serious  damage’  means: — 

“(i)  Scab  when  more  than  25  per 
cent,  of  the  surface  of  the  potato  in  the 
aggregate  is  affected: 

“(ii)  Any  other  injury  or  defect 
which  causes  a  waste  of  more  than  10 
per  cent,  of  the  weight  of  the  potato, 
including  peel  covering  the  defective 
area. 

“(9)  The  following  shall  be  allowed  as  toler¬ 
ances  by  weight  for  variations  incident  to 
proper  grading  and  handling: — 

fa)  2  per  cent,  below  minimum  size  and  5 
u  per  cent,  above  maximum : 

“(b)  1  per  cent,  soft-rot  other  than  bacterial 
ring-rot: 

“(c)  3  per  cent,  hollow-heart,  except  that  in 
Canada  No.  2  grade  10  per  cent,  shall 
be  allowed: 


“(d)  4  per  cent,  for  other  grade  defects,  ex¬ 
cept  that  at  destination  an  additional 
2  per  cent,  shall  be  allowed. 

“(10)  The  provisions  of  this  clause  with 
elimination  of  the  words  ‘  reasonably  mature  ’ 
shall  apply  to  new  potatoes;  provided  that 
until  August  31st,  inclusive,  in  each  calendar 
year  1  %  inches  shall  be  the  minimum  diameter 
of  new  potatoes  of  Canada  No.  1  grade  and  IV2 
inches  for  Canada  No.  2  grade.”
